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REGULAR IFELING OF THE CILY COUNCIL: Austin, Texas, Oct, 17, 1918,

The Council was called to order by the layor, &ll members

answering to roll oall.

The minutes of October 10 and subsequent recesscd meatings
werae read and approved by a vote of 5 yeas, no nays.

The Mayor laid before the Council "An ordinsnce to amend an
ordinance entitled 'An ordinance to amend and condense into one or-
dinanco all ordinances of the oity pertaining to the right of way over
the streets of Austin to M. K, Shipe, his anpsociates and masigns,
which enured to the benefit of the Austin Rapid Transit Railway Compmny.'"

The ordinance was read the second time (having boen read the

first time one week ago) and laid over.
A number of physicians and others were prasent at the invitation

of the Mayor to discuss the influenza epidemic and the existing embargo
on public gatherings, 7The mediocal officers of the three military
schools were among those present, lajor ¥, A, Johnson of the fichool

of Military Aeronautics reported that although a large percentage of
the crdets at his achool had been down with the prevailing malady,
and that pneumonia had developed in a number of ocases, there had mo far

been no fatalities. Capt. 7. P, lMartin of the Hadio School said that

50 per cent of the young men in that school had contracted the disease

and that pneumonis cases numbered about 50. There had been three

deaths, he said, Capt. C, . Kent reported that there had been 1500
influenza cases among the 3000 or more young men in the School of
Automobile i‘echanics, ineluding 100 cases complicated with pneumonia,
There had been 31 deaths. Ur, Joe Gilbert, University physician, re-
ported that he had had about 300 cases among the student hody, includ-
There were 12

ing five of pneumonia. There had been no fatalities,

girlo and five boys now in the hospital, he said. There had been 40

2 week mago. Lr, J, VW, NeLaughlin stated that there had been 300 cases
of influenza among the 4295 pupils of the State School for the bLeaf.
These inocluded two pneumonie ommes, ‘''here had been one death, One
lhhundred and fifty of the children were now under ireatment for ine

fluonza,

It was the opinion of thome physiciann and others who ad-
dressed the Council that oonditions were lmproving in the army oamps
but that they were getting woree smong the oivil populetion. All ad-
vised nmtrongly sgeinst lifting the embarge, 1resident R, E, Vinnmon of
the University spoke to the samo eoffect,

The Councll consequently toolk no action in the direction of

raisin;s the embargo, 'lhe layeor reocuested the physicisns 1o commun-

icarte with him when in tneir opinion the time should arrive for the

acition indicated,

The August and September reports of the Water and Light Depart-

The liayor loid before the Council the fallowing resolution:
RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF YHI CITY OF AUBLTIN, TEXAS:

That subject to revocation at any time in the judgment of tho
City Council, A. E, liancock is hereby suthorized to erect and main-
tain at the corner of Fifth street and Congreses avenue in this city,
an eleoctric street eign of the following dimensions:

Height, 32 inches; length, 12 feet; lighted with 44 electric
lights, 22 on eadh side; 60id asign is to be fastened to the build-
ing with two heavy V iron hangers fastened into the wall with long
lag bolts and expansion shields and is fastened from outer end by
four steel cables (two on each mide) running back to and fastening
onto the building, Baid sign and hangings are all to be within the
curd line and sald sign is to be at least nine feet above the level
of the sldewslk.

The resolution was andopted by & vote of § yees, no nays.

APPROVED, Oot. 17, 1918: A, P, Wooldridge, limyor.

The Mayor laid before the Counocil "An ordinance ordering an
election to obtain the approvael of the qualified voters of the City
of Austin of thé passage of an ordinance by the City Council of the
City of Austin, authorizing, empowering and instructing the Layor
to enter into a contract with J, Ben Stoner for the purpose of install-
ing the Unit System of ascertainment and equslizastion of real eatate
values and making an appropriation, whileh ordinance is hereinafter'
set out in full."

The ordinance was read the first time and the Mayor moved
a suspension of the rule and the placing of it on its second read-
ing, ‘Yhe motion prevailed by a vote of 5 yeas, no nays.

Upon the second reading of the ordinance the layor moved a
furthexr suspension of the rule and the placing of it on its third
reading. 'This motion carried by a vote of 5 yeas, no nays.

The ordinance was read the third time and then the lUayor
moved its final passage, the motion osrrying by the following vote:
Yeas, Mayor Wooldridge, Counocilmen Anthony, lartholomew, !aynes, and
Powell, 5; nays none.
